The principal object of the invention as it is described in the first claim, is a special urban transformation center that 
incorporates in the inside a cabinet with a transformer of media to low voltage, medium voltage cells, a low voltage 
panel, a remote control panel, and that presents externally a surround in telephone cabin shape. The characteristic 
that makes that said transformation center can be new and can show inventive step, and that also is described in the 
characterized part of said first claim, apart of its polygonal configuration and in the telephone cabin shape, is that is 
built from a cement support on which will appear some bolts designated to support the whole structure cabin. 

The claims 2 to 4, all dependent of the first one, show additional characteristics of the transformation center in its 
extern configuration, as are respectively external doors with transparent windows and of sliding opening for the 
incorporation of urban advertisement, internal illumination media in said doors advertisement carrier's, or the 
incorporation in the said structure of telephonic parlour or of a touch screen with the purpose of form a multimedia 
information point to the public. As well, the claim 5, also depends of the first one, resolves the heat problem 
generated in the internal cabinet of the transformer, evacuating though four pillars that function like chimney. 

Non of the said records in the International Research Report, or any disclosed combination of them, describes the 
urban transformation center as it referred in first claim, and on the other side, it is only records that shows the prior 
art, and in consequence we can say that the invention is new and it considers that implicates inventive step and has 
industrial application. 

The claims 2 to 5 are claims dependent on the claim 1, and as it, also this claims carries out the PCT requirements 
regarding to the novelty and inventive step.
